1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4-27-2006 is acknowledged by 
the examiner. The IDS was not considered in the Notice of Allowance filed on 5-12-2006. 

2. The Examiner discussed sending this action in a telephone interview with Applicant's 
representative James Love on 6-23-2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance over the prior art 
included in the IDS filed on 4-27-2006: 

The communications operating system and method of WO 96/14719 by Heuvel et al 
(hereinafter Heuvel) is functionally equivalent to the claimed transmitting software because the 
common communication system (Fig. 4, 19) performs the claimed limitations of transmitting 
software or an enabling program to a mobile station (Fig. 5) that is not equipped with the 
software to utilize a second radio communication method. Although, Heuvel teaches a common 
communication system transmits software to a mobile station to enable a mobile station to utilize 
a selected second radio communication method (page 3, line 28 - page 4, line 35; Fig. 1; Fig. 2), 
Heuvel fails to teach identifying which one of the two radio stations is not equipped with 
software of a relevant radio communication method and the software of this radio 
communication method is transmitted to the identified one of the two radio stations from the 
other one of the two radio stations . 

The software download of reference by Noblet et al (hereinafter Noblet) is functionally 
transmitting software because a base station performs the claimed limitations of downloading 
software to a mobile station that is not equipped with the software in a second radio 
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communication method. Although, Noblet teaches a base station downloads software to a 
mobile station wherein a user specifies the software that the mobile station requires to download 
(see Abstract; page 4, lines 10-17; page 5, lines 18-27; Fig. 2), Noblet fails to teach identifying 
which one of the two radio stations is not equipped with software of a relevant radio 
communication method and the software of this radio communication method is transmitted to 
the identified one of the two radio stations from the other one of the two radio stations .
